Australia has. however, only 
recently raught up with the 
locp] demand for peanuts and 
all their by-products, and iKily 
umall quantities go overseas. 

In Kingaroy the nuts arc 
grown, cleaned, sorted, and 
stored, and sent in distant 
cities to be sold raw, ulted, 
roasted, chrn'olaie-conied, and 
in nut bars* to be used as cake 
drivings, Mpieered fnr their 
valuable cooking-oil, to play 
n pprt in margarine nalui- 
facturc, and to help give Aus- 
tralian* an appetising and bal- 
anced diet in various other 
ways. 

Stalks, roofs, leaves, and 
general residue left after 
threshing help feed the pigs 
and other stork, so that almost 
nothing of the entire peanut 
plant is wasted. 

The little nuts, which hear 
the perhaps more dignified and 
suitable name nf "ground 
i] u rs" in Sou th Africa . ha te 
played a big pan in bringing 
the South Rurnett area of 
Queensland from "witdemcst 
lo wealth," to quote ihr title 
of a hook compiled about 
Kingaroy and surrounding dis- 
tricts for the Nanangn Cen- 
tenary and Smith Burnett His- 
tnrical t Mimmittce, and pub- 
lished in 1950. 

And nubod> knows it better 
than the women, whose lives 
have been made T as the Junior 
Farmers derided in debate, 
"more gracious and advanced" 
by leisure and the many 
amenities of life the peanut 
money pays for.
